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The Institute of Government at the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill is devoted to research, teaching and service in the fields of state and 
local government. For more than thirty-five years the Institute has conducted 
schools and short courses for city, county, and state officials. Through 
guidebooks, special bulletins, and a monthly magazine, in addition to consultation 
by phone and letter, assistance and advice are offered to public officials and 
agencies across the state. The Institute has served as the research agency for 
numerous study commissions of the state and of local governments. The Institute's 
professional staff in Chapel Hill now numbers thirty-three. They are also members 
of the University faculty. Most of them are trained in law; other staff members 
are in such disciplines as psychology, political science, planning, social work and 
economics. 


During sessions of the General Assembly, the Institute maintains a Legislative 
Reporting Service with an office on the ground floor of the Legislative Building 
in Raleigh. Each day four members of the professional staff travel to Raleigh to 
provide various services from this office. Chief among them is compiling the 
DAILY BULLETIN, containing a digest of each bill introduced in the House or Senate 
that day and a summary of all legislative action taken on the floor of each chamber. 
This Daily Bulletin is mailed each evening to about 1,400 city and county officials 
across the state, is delivered to a number of state offices in Raleigh, and is 
placed upon each legislator's desk. Other legislative reports are also prepared 
and distributed, including a WEEKLY BULLETIN OF LOCAL LEGISLATION, a WEEKLY 
LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY (a discussion and analysis of noteworthy legislation), and a 
variety of end-of-session reports and analyses. 


The DAILY BULLETIN consists of a bill digest section on blue paper, followed 
by a calendar section on white paper. All Senate and House actions are combined 
in one listing for public bills and one for local bills in the calendar section. 
The digest section is divided into public bills (Senate bills first, then House) 
and local bills. It includes the bill's short title and the General Statutes 
chapters affected (or counties affected, if a local bill). A digest of all 
amendments and committee substitutes adopted will be included in the Bulletin 
near the end of the blue sheets. 


In order to provide effective cumulative information on bill status, the 
Institute, in cooperation with the Office of State Systems Management of the N.C. 
Department of Administration, administers a computer-based BILL STATUS AND HISTORY 
SYSTEM. It provides legislative information via video and typewriter terminals 
in the Legislative Building. This same system compiles the Calendar Action section 
of the DAILY BULLETIN.

Provides that all "beverage containers" (glass, plastic, or metal 
containers filled with beer, carbonated soft drinks, etc.) must have refund value of 
at least five cents, unless State ABC Board certifies that container can and will be 
used by more than one manufacturer (then allows not less than two cent refund value). 
Dealers (retailers) and distributors must accept and pay refunds on containers they 
sell, except in the case of dealers when Board approves establishment of "redemption 
center'' accepting kind of beverage containers sold by dealers. Requires containers 
indicate their refund value, except for glass containers with refund value of at 
least five cents as of Sept. 1, 1974, and permanently marked with brand name. Pro- 
hibits sale of metal "pop top" beverage containers. Violators subject to criminal 
penalties (misdemeanor - $1,000 fine and/or one year) or license revocation by Board 
or State Dep't of Agriculture. Effective Sept. 1, 1974. (For similar bills, see 
H 1329, iden. to S 828, digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 73, p. 757, and H 1139, iden.

Organization--Sets up an eleven-member Coastal Resources Comm'n (CRC) 
appointed by Governor, consisting entirely of citizens interested in and expert in 
coastal area conservation and development.

Also creates 43-member Coastal Resources Advisory Council for direct representation 
of local gov'ts in the area, regional planning agencies, and six designated State 
dep'ts.

Land use planning--Authorizes each coastal area county to adopt land use plan, 
consistent with objectives of Act.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE ON BUDGET BILLS 4| 


The two bills digested below, H 1385 and H 1386;,represent the recommendations 
of the Governor (ex officio Director of the Budget) and the Advisory Budget Comm'n 
for the 1974-75 budget for the State of North Carolina. One bill contains the recom- 
mended appropriations for the current operating expenses for state government (H 1385), 
the other the recommended appropriations for capital improvement projects (H 1386). 
The particular provisions of those individual bills are summarized individually below. 
The purpose of this introductory note is to present an overview of the combined 
appropriations recommendations of the two bills plus some information on other aspects 
of the budget recommendation not reflected in the bills themselves. Most of the 
data presented here is taken from the Budget Summary prepared by the Office of State 
Budget of the Dep't of Administration. Likewise, the charts that are presented below 
were prepared by that office. 

The budget bills would appropriate a total of $1,634,989,289 from the General 
Fund and $400,833,743 from the Highway Fund for current operations for fiscal 1974-75, 
and $83,554,950, all from the General Fund, for capital improvements. The total 
amount appropriated from the General Fund (both for current operations and capital 
improvements) would be $1,718,544,239 and the total from the Highway Fund would be 
$400,833,743 (all for current operations). The total spending called for in the 
recommended 1974-75 budget is $2,908,582,489 for current operations and $86,590,450 
for capital improvements. In 1973-74 the comparable numbers were $2,635,759,064 
and $242,475,556. The sources of funds other than those to come from state appropri- 
ations are summarized in Chart I at the end of this note. 

The total recommended budget of $2,995,172,939 compares with a total budget 
of $2,878,234,620 approved for the current fiscal year by the last General Assembly. 
The increase in the total budget from fiscal 1973-74 to fiscal 74-75 would be just 
under 4%. The budget documents state that of the $117 million increase, $106 million 
is expected to come in programs supported by federal grants. 

The recommended appropriations from the General Fund of $1.718 billion represent 
an increase of only $6 million and less than .4% over the 1973-74 sum of $1.712 
billion. The budget documents state that this recommendation is based on an estimated 
available revenue of $1.722 billion for 1974-75, with the two bills providing for 
expenditure of all but $3.6 million of that amount. The estimated sources of revenue 
for 74-75 are as follows: $1.458 billion in tax revenues (computed on the basis of 
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a 6.78% increase over the tax revenues for the current fiscal year), other revenues 

of $66.8 million, federal revenue sharing funds of $52.4 million, and an expected 
credit balance of $144 million. The credit balance is expected to come from two 
sources, revenues exceeding appropriations for the current fiscal year by $90.5 million 
(assuming tax revenues in 73-74 will be 12% greater than in 72-73) and reversions 

of $53.5 million for this year. 

Another view of the General Fund appropriations presented in the budget summary 

is the break-down between recurring and non-recurring appropriations. Of the $1.718 
billion total recommended from that fund, $1.598 billion is for recurring expenses 

(an increase of $77 million over 73-74'sestimated $1.521 billion) and $121 million 

for non-recurring expenses (a $70 million decrease from 73-74's $192 million). Of 

the non-recurring expenses, almost $84 million is for capital improvements and the 
remaining $37 million is for non-recurring operating costs such as grants to community 
hospitals for facilities for residency training ($20 million), an addition to the 
reserve fund for an additional medical school within UNC ($7.5 million), additional 
equipment for community colleges ($7.5 million), and grants to local units for recrea- 
tion planning ($1.5 million). 

Chart II below summarizes the General Fund appropriations for both current 

operations and capital improvements for the current fiscal year along with the recom- 
mendations for 1974-75 and the requests made for 74-75.

"To make appropriations for current operations of the state departments, 
institutions, and agenetes and for other purposes." Appropriates $1,634,989,289 from 
General Fund and $400,833,743 from Highway Fund for current operations of state 
government in fiscal 1974-75. Included within that appropriation are sums for the 
following programs among others: (1) $8.1 million for 21% expansion of support levels 
for programs for exceptional children; (2) $12.7 million for doubling kindergarten 
program by addition of 696 additional classes and 16,000 new pupils; (3) $1.06 
million to provide bus transportation for add'l 13,460 eligible pupils and to reduce 
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number of standees by 8,250; (4) $1.4M for increased support for school instructiona 
materials; (5) $5.7 million to provide add'l grants to school systems for school 
psychologists, guidance counselors and health aides (to be allocated at the rate of 

$5 per pupil to supplement local funds); (6) $3.3 million to expand vocational and 
technical enrollments in community colleges by equivalent of 4,265 full-time students 
(7) $2 million to expand occupational and adult high school extension programs in 
community colleges by equivalent of 5,565 full-time students; (8) $10.1 million to 
meet enrollment increase of 1,100 students and make program improvements in university 
system; (9) $4.8 million to expand operations of area health education centers; 

(10) $4.6 million to improve parks and develop new state parks and recreation areas 
associated with large federal reservoirs; (11) $2 million to award grants to local 
airports; (12) $8.9 million to expand community-based mental health programs; (13) 
so. million to add 637 new staff ‘at.state mental health facilities; (14) $1.3 
million to establish comprehensive child health screening and information system and 
family nurse practitioner training program; (15) $1.7 million to improve emergency 
services; (16) $1.3 million to expand number of rural health clinics from five to 15; 
(17) $48.8 million to increase medicaid vendor payments; (18) $4.6 million to provide 
more social services for aged and disabled; (19) $1.2 million to upgrade daycare 
services for dependent children; (20) $7.5 million addition to reserve fund for add'l 
medical school within UNC; (21) $20 million for grants to community hospitals for 
facilities for residency training; (22) $7.5 million for add'l equipment for community 
colleges; (23) $1.5 million for grants to local units for recreation planning; 

(24) $68.9 million for average salary increase of 5% for full-time permanent teachers 
and state employees; (25) $1.5 million for salary adjustments where unusual difficul- 
ties are encountered in recruiting and holding qualified employees; (26) $600,000 

for special reserve to meet anticipated postal rate increases with allocations made 

on basis of need among dep'ts by Office of State Budget; (27) $4 million for 

special reserve to meet fuel costs increases; (28) $4 million for special reserve to 
replace lost federal funds with allocations subject to approval of Director of 

Budget and Advisory Budget Comm'n; (29) $2 million for special reserve to meet costs 
of compliance with Occupational Safety and Health Act (applicable to state as 

employer beginning Sept. 1, 1974) with allocations subject to approval by Advisory 
Budget Comm'n. 

General provisions of bill: (1) Provides that all insurance and all fidelity 
and surety bonds authorized for state depts, etc. be placed by Insurance Dep't with 
costs to be paid by respective dep'ts. (2) Authorizes Director of Budget to transfer 
appropriations between offices, institutions and agencies under principal dep't. 

Special provisions not indicated above: (1) Provides for Medicaid expenditures 
to be in accordance with schedule of services, eligibility and payment rates set out 
in act. Expresses intent state will pay 85% and counties 15% of non-federal costs 
of Medicaid services. Also expresses intent that recipient co-payments to be required 
according to schedule set out in act. (2) Providers of medical services under following 
state programs to be reimbursed at same rate as under Medicaid program: Crippled 
Children and Maternal and Child Health programs and Chronic Disease Section of 
Division of Health Services, services under Vocational Rehab., and Services for 
Blind under Dep't of Human Resources, and school health program. (3) States intent 
that appropriations to Division of Health Services are intended for purchase of 
medical services for full 12 month period for recipients under Cancer, Crippled 


Children, and Maternal and Child Health programs. Division to adjust eligibility 
requirements if funds appear insufficient during year. (4) Appropriations for Com- 
munity Mental Health Programs intended for both out-patient and in-patient services. 
(5) States intent that for capital improvements for community colleges construction 
contracts not to be let without available funds for related permanent equipment. 
Funds appropriated for purchase of equipment and library books to be permanent and 
not revert. (6) Funds to community colleges dep't not to be used to support general 
adult education extension courses. And funds to dep't for operating costs intended 
to support student enrollment at per student rate provided by State Board of Educa- 
tion's formula for 1973-74 and not to be used to increase formula by which fund 
allocations determined. (7) Funds to Dep't of Public Education for purchase of 
elementary basic textbooks to be permanent and not to revert. (8) Funds to Dep't of 
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Education for assistance to hospital programs of nursing education to be distributed 
on basis of $850 for each student enrolled as of Dec. 1 of previous year. (9) 
Funds to Board of Governors for assistance to Duke and Wake Forest med schools to 
be on basis of $5000 for each NC student with $500 to be used for tuition remission 
for needy NC students, but no individual student to be awarded over $1500 per year. 
(10) All appropriation for grants to private nonprofit organizations in history, art 
and culture to be placed in Historical-Educational Grants-in-Aid fund assigned to Dep't 
of Cultural Resources. Dep't to make reviews and studies of operations of recipients, 
including requesting audit reports.

Hospital; (12) $2.63 million to Natural and Economic Resources for improvements to 
existing state parks; (13) $1 million to N&ER for initial general development of 
five new state parks; (14) $1 million to N&ER for reserve for water based recrea- 
tional projects; (15) $1.9 million for specialized container loading crane for 
Ports Authority at Wilmington; (16) $15 million for reserve for Dep't of Social 
Rehab. and Control medium custody institutions to replace Craggy and Polk; (17) 
$1.64 million to Social Rehab. and Control for school building-juvenile evaluation 
center. 

Contains standard provisions on disbursement of funds on warrant drawn by 
State Disbursing Officer, on removal of officials who aid in spending more money for 
improvements than appropriated, and on placing of add'l moneys received from federal 
grants or other sources in same or serarate fund and disbursing in same manner as 
in act. Also contains standard provisions requiring Advisory Budget Comm'n approval 
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of method of financing self-liquidating projects, requiring direct appropriations 
to be encumbered to include all costs and reasonable contingency when placed under 
construction contract (except those under UNC Governors), allowing surplus to be 
placed in Project Reserve Fund at discretion of Advisory Budget Comm'n. Authorizes 
Governor and Advisory Budget Comm'n on request of agency or institution to substitute 
one project for another, and for Advisory Budget Comm'n to approve increase or decrease 
in size of project within available funds.

Dec. 31, 1975 deadline for both direct appropriations and self-liquidating appropriations 
may be extended in discretion of Governor and Advisory Budget Comm'n. Unencumbered 
balances in capital improvement funds of 1973 to revert to original source on 
Dec. 31, 1974 but deadline may be extended when in opinion of Governor and Advisory 
Budget Comm'n justified.

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SUMMARY OF LEGISLATIVE AND BUDGET MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR 


Delivered at a Joint Session of the General Assembly of 
North Carolina at 12 noon, Thursday, January 17, 1974 


Governor James E. Holshouser, Jr., today presented to the General Assembly the 
broad outlines of his legislative program and budget recommendations. The principal 
topics of his message were as follows: 


Budget Recommendations: (The budget proposals listed below are more fully dis- 
cussed in the digests to the current operations appropriation bill, H 1385, and the 
capital improvements appropriation bill, H 1386, and the introductory note to those 
bills in the House section of today's Bulletin.) In the area of education, calls 
for expansion of the kindergarten program and special education programs, increase 
in counseling and health services, and establishment of a comprehensive child health 
screening and information system for pre-schoolers. To improve medical care, calls 
for expansion of Area Health Education Centers. In the area of mental health, pro- 
vides for capital improvements for facilities, expansion of community-based mental 
health programs, increased staff in mental institutions and provision of counseling 
services in mental health facilities. Recommends extensive capital improvements in 
corrections facilities. 

Urges that no tax cuts be imposed this year since the full impact of the energy 
crisis is not yet known. 


Medical Care: Calls for the expansion of Area Health Education Centers, 
increased enrollment of North Carolinians in NC medical schools, increased oppor- 
tunity for medical residencies in the State. Urges support of UNC Board of Governors. 


Criminal Justice: Calls for enactment of legislation increasing State Board of 
Paroles from three to five members. Urges re-examination of "prayer for judgment 
continued" sentencing procedure and enactment of legislation assuring that procedure 
be used only as a vehicle for mercy in special cases. 


Land Use Planning: Urges the building of a system of parks and green areas 
throughout NC and approval of Land Conservancy bill. Calls for establishment of 
study commission to develop standards for effective management of forest lands. 


Energy Crisis: Requests prompt adoption of recommendations by Energy Crisis 
Study Comm'n for emergency powers to deal with energy crisis. 


State Employees: Recommends raising sick leave benefits of school teachers to 
same level as State employees. If revenues available, urges salary increases for 
teacher and State employees beyond 5% recommended in budget. 


State Reorganization: Urges completion of state reogranization and implemen- 
tation of recommendations of the Governor's Efficiency Study Commission for making 
government more efficient. Announces expansion of Office of State-Federal Relations 
into Office of Intergovernmental Relations, which will have responsibility for 
working with national officials, officials of other states in our region, and NC 
local government officials, and for monitoring federal grants.

"To ereate a rate reporting and review untt for health care institutions." 
Adds new Art. 56A to GS Ch. 143 to establish within Dep't of Human Resources unit 
authorized to "collect, monitor, analyze and disseminate any and all information 
relating to costs of services provided by health care institutions and to recom- 
mend rates to be paid these institutions for services."" Following institutions 
subject to provisions: (1) licensed hospitals, (2) licensed skilled nursing homes, 
(3) type A licensed intermediate care facilities. Authorizes Sec'y Human Resources 
to (1) prescribe standard accounting and financial reporting system for covered 
health institutions, (2) provide for cost analysis studies, (3) disseminate infor- 
mation collected, (4) recommend rates, (5) promulgate rules and regulations, 
Covered institutions must file proposed rate increases with Sec'y, who has up to 
90 days to publish recommendation in newspaper. Sec'ys recommendation not bind- 
ing, but rate increases cannot take effect till 14 days after recommendation 
published. Creates nine-member Rate Review Advisory Council (appointed by Sec'y) 
to advise on administration of article.

Introducers: V. White and Royall Sent to Public Health 


"To provide for the means of determining retmbursements under certain 
health insurance polictes and health care plan contracts." Adds new GS 58-260.3 
and GS 57-7.1 to provide that when amount of reimbursement due under accident 
or health insurance policy (Ch. 58) or hospital or medical service plan (Ch. 57) 
is to be determined by calculation of usual, customary or reasonable charges, 
computation of prevailing charges to be made with respect to whole state 
(after excluding charges made in on-campus hospitals) and not on basis excluding 
any geographic area. Applicable only to policies and contracts delivered or re- 
newed after effective date (ratification).

or less (now, $900) and to make loans subject to all of GS Ch. 24 (now, only GS 
24-1.1). Makes conforming amendments to GS 53-179 and 53-190. Rewrites GS 
53-168(c) (now, grandfather clause for persons in business on 1/1/69) apparently to 
require persons licensed to make both loans under GS 53-173 (digested below as 
amended) and motor vehicle loans to surrender one license or the other, at the licens 
option, and to retain other license without further application or investigation. 
Makes conforming amendment to GS 53-176.1. 

Revises GS 53-173 (maximum interest rates on installment loans) to allow 
interest of 3% per month (36% per annum) on first $300, and 1 1/2% per month (182 
per annum) on remainder up to $1500 (now, for loans of more than $95, 18% on first 
$300, 10% on next $300, and 8% on last $300; loans of $95 or less, 20%). Provides @ 
that charges may not be paid or deducted in advance, and may not be compounded, ‘ 
but shall be paid only as percentage of unpaid balance and computed on number of days 
actually elapsed. Directs that payments be applied first to interest, and allows 
prepayment of principal without penalty. Fixes 6% interest limit on judgments 
obtained on loan, and on interest accruing after maturity date of. loan contract. 
Provides that GS 53-176.1 (digested below), GS 53-174 (provision for refund of : 
interest charges on prepayment) and GS 53-175 (default charges) do not apply to ’ 
loans made under GS 53-173. ;

Adds new GS 53-173.1 to regulate installment loans not made under GS 53-173. 
Apparently, interest schedule established by GS Ch. 24 applies to such loans. 
Deletes certain sections of GS 53-173 which were apparently eliminated in revision 
of section digested above. 

Amends GS 53-180 to (1) allow installment loans made under GS 53-173 to extend 
up to 3/ months for loans of more than $600 (now, 30 month limit); (2) prohibit 
assignment of earnings as security for repayment; (3) provide that agreements

Amends GS 55-45(a) to provide that option plan for sale of shares to employees not 
to be invalid solely because plan grants option transferable other than by operation 
of law. Amends GS 55-20(b) to provide that termination of action brought by out- 
sider not to create presumption corporate director, officer, employee, did not act 
in good faith and in manner which he reasonably believed to be in "or not opposed 
to" best interests of corp (adds quoted language).

"Repealing present Article 13, Article 13A, and Article 13B of Chapter 58 
relating to the Fire Insurance Rating Bureau and fire insurance rate regulations 
and to casualty insurance rating regulation; repealing Article 25 of Chapter 58 
relating to regulation of automobile ltability insurance rates; to provide a new 
and competitive method of rate regulation of fire and casualty and automobile 
liability insurance; to prevent monopoly and colluston in rate making." Repeals 
GS Ch. 58, Art. 13 (Fire Insurance Rating Bureau), GS Ch. 58, Art. 13A (casualty 
insurance rating regulations--including fidelity and surety insurance), and GS Ch. 
58, Art. 13B (rate regulation as to miscellaneous lines of insurance) and replaces 
them with a new GS 58, Art. 13 relating to setting rates of "all insurance on 
property or risks on contracts of suretyship in this state and to insurers writing 
such insurance" except for certain specifically listed lines of insurance. Repeals 
GS Ch. 58, Art. 25 (regulation of automobile liability insurance rates). 

Provides in new GS Ch. 58, Art. 13 (entitled Rate Regulation of Fire and 
Casualty Insurance) that insurers may make own rates in accordance with statutory 
standards and need not belong to rating bureau. Rating service organizations of 
insurers may exist, but must be licensed by Commissioner of Insurance. All 
insurers and rating service organizations must file rates with Commissioner, except 
no filing needed as to inland marine insurance rates where custom of business to 
contrary. Rates and supporting information filed is public information. Provides 
for review of rates by Commissioner and sets out procedure when there is a contest. 
Commissioner may order particular insurers to file rates and supplementary informa- 
tion 30 days in advance, and may delay efrectuation for an additional 30 days; 
advance filing may also be ordered after a hearing, as to a line or kind of insurance 
or subdivision or ratiny class after a finding that competicion is not an effective 
regulator of rates or that substantial nuwabers of companies are violating the act 
or competing irresponsibly (and Commissioner may require specific types of support- 
ing data to be filed). Sets up procedure for licensing of rate service organiza- 
tions. Provides that joing underwriting and joint reinsurance associations must 
file certain information with the Commissioner. Requires insurers and rate service 
organizations to provide grievance procedure for persons aggrieved by application 
of rating system, and for appeal to the Commissioner at later stage. Sets out 
detailed provisions relating to the Commissioner's power and duty to examine affairs, 
books, etc., of rate service organizations and joint underwriting or joint reinsu- . 
rance organizations. Sets out penalties for violations of act: (1) each violation 
is misdemeanor punishable by fine from $100 to $500; (2) Comm'r also given right 
to suspend or revoke or refuse to renew license of violator; and (3) Comm'r may 
impose fine of from $100 to $500 and proceed against license of one failing to 
comply in timely fashion with order of Comm'r. 

Basic rating standards are that rates may not be excessive, inadequate, or e 
unfairly discriminatory. States that rate not excessive unless (1) unreasonably 
high for insurance provided and (2) a reasonable degree of competition does not 
exist. States that rate not inadequate unless (1) it is unreasonably low for the # 
insurance provided and continued use of it would endanger the solvency of the 


insurer or (2) the use of the rate by the insurer may tend to destroy competition 
Or create a monopoly. 





Provides that Comm'r may by rule exempt any person or class of persons or 
any market segment from any or all of the provisions of the act if and to the 
extend that he finds their application unnecessary to achieve the purposes of the 
act. States purposes of the act include protection against excessive, inadequate 
or unfairly discriminatory rates; encouraging price competition among insurers and 
providing for regulation if competition fails; authorizing cooperative action among 
insurers in rate making; and regulating insurance business in manner to preclude 
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application of federal antitrust laws. 

Effective Dec. 1, 1974, and applies to rates of fire and casualty 
insurance policies written after that date. Effective as to automobile insurance 
policies on Dec. 1, 1975, and applies to rates of automobile insurance policies 
written after that date.

Provides that benefits may be paid to any person in- 
jured in such an accident or to any person specifically named as insured plus his 
spouse and residents of same household; but provides that operator to recover only if 
vehicle involved in collision with another vehicle. Excludes operator from benefits 
if under the influence of liquor or drugs, committing a felony, or seeking to avoid 
apprehension when accident occurs; or if refuses to submit to chemical analysis of 
blood or breath; or if operating without permission of owner of vehicle. Also excludes 
passenger from benefits if he was committing felony or seeking to avoid lawful appre- 
hension. Provides that benefits are payable after loss, which is defined, except for 
death, as occuring each week as loss continues. Contains provisions dealing with: 
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recovery of costs of collection, right to settle claims, actions for benefits, assign-= 
ment of benefits, deduction and set-off, and right to require mental or oles exam 
of injured person and to seek information relative to size of loss. 
For damage to vehicle, requires each motor vehicle liability policy to provide 
for compensation of losses to vehicle owner as follows: loss or damage up to $5, 000, 
limited to cash value of vehicle and subject to $300 deductible if covered vehicle 
caused collision; if covered vehicle did not cause collision, substitute transportatio 
cost up to $10 per day, with maximum of $150, and towing up to $85. Excludes vehicle” 
from benefits if owner (or driver, if driving with owner's permission) was under in- 
fluence of liquor or drugs, refused to submit to chemical analysis of blood or breath, 
was committing a felony, or was seeking to avoid apprehension. Contains provisions 
dealing with: attorney's fees in property damage actions in small claims' appeals to 
District Court, subrogation, duplication of benefits, and deduction of benefits from 
tort or contract awards arising from same accident. 
Sets out definitions, provides for use of Reinsurance Facility in additional 
coverages required by act, requires NC Automobile Rate Administrative Office and NC © 
Fire Insurance Rating Bureau to submit to Comm'r of Insurance, by July 1, 1974, rates® 
and classifications for new coverages, and provides for approval of insurance contract 
by Comm'r. Permits optional additional coverages. Sets out permitted circumstances © 
to terminate insurance. This part of act to be effective on ratification but to apply 
only to new or renewal policies delivered or issued on and after Jan. 1, 1975. 
II. Adds new Article 30A to GS Ch 58, entitled "Motorists' Bill or Rights -§ 
Property Damage, Medical Payments, Disability and Death Benefits." Sets out duties of 
insurers in motor vehicle liability situations, with regard to acknowledgement of clai 
investigation of claims, payment of claims, and settlement of claims.

Adds new 
Art. 3 to GS Ch. 111, to give preference to visually handicapped persons in opera- 
tion of vending facilities on state property. Defines visually handicapped as one 
who is totally blind or whose vision with glasses is so defective as to prevent 
performance of ordinary activity for which eyesight is essential. Defines vending 
facilities to include snack bars, cafeterias, restaurants, cafes, concession stands, 
vending stands, cart services, and the like. Requires such a person to have 
license from Dep't of Human Resources before eligible to operate facility, and 
provides for issuance by Dep't.

handicapped person, to provide initial inventory and equipment , and to a eae 
operation of facility. Provides that if vending facility impracticable, Dep to 
Human Resources to have first opportunity to secure coin operated vending machines re 
for location; profits to be used to support vending facilities operated by visulaa 
handicapped. Directs that if existing vending facilities not operated by visually © 
handicapped, contract not to be renewed or extended unless Sec'y of Human Resources — 
determines site unsuitable for operation pursuant to this act. Effective July 1, 19

"To grant to the Commissioner limited power to extend use of registration 
plates in emergencies."

me1653° School budget & fiscal controd act GS, 113,159 
Introducer: L. Brown Sent to Finance 


"The Sehool Budget and Fiscal Act." Repeals Art. 9 and 10, GS Ch. 115 (con- 
cerning public school budgets and finance) and enacts new School Budget and Fiscal 
Control Act to provide uniform method of budgeting and fiscal control for county 
and city school administrative units. Requires each administrative unit to operate 
under annual balanced budget resolutions, which must include all revenues and expen- 
ditures of unit except funds of individual schools. Directs State Board of Educa- 
tion, in cooperation with Local Gov't Commission, to prepare and promulgate uniform 
budget format for use by each administrative unit, organized into state public school 
fund, local current expense fund, capital outlay fund, and such other funds as State 
Board may require. Requires local board of education to prepare budget, hold public 
hearing thereon, and submit entire budget to board of county comm'rs by May 15 of 
each year. Provides for comm'rs to consider budget and make lump sum appropriation 
to administrative unit for fiscal year, with no power in comm'rs to modify or 
reject specific line items in budget. Grants comm'rs full discretion as to amount 
of lump sum appropriation to administrative unit, subject only to constitutional 
requirement that county support adequate school system (enforced by present procedure 
for appeal to the court in case of disagreement between board of education and board 
of comm'rs), and requirement that county funds be apportioned between county and 
city administrative units according to average daily membership. Directs county 
appropriations to be paid to administrative unit in installments as agreed upon by 
both boards, or if no agreement reached,in 12 equal monthly installments. Provides 
for board of education to adopt final budget resolution after comm'rs appropriation 
determined, subject to limitations similar to those contained in local gov't budget 
and fiscal control act. Permits board of education to amend budget resolution with- 
out approval of county comm'rs, except as to transfers to or from capital outlay fund, 
which transfers may be made only in emergencies and with county comm'rs approval. 
Provides for appointment of school finance officer having duties substantially similar 
to county finance officer, eliminating present designation of county finance officer 
as ex officio treasurer of county administrative unit. Provides for pre-adit of 
disbursements, facsimile signatures on checks, accounting systems, fidelity bonds, 
investment of idle cash, selection of official depository, security of deposits and 
investments, annual independent audit, and supervision of accounting systems and 
fiscal control by Local Gov't Commission, in terms substantially similar to Local 
Gov't Budget and Fiscal Control Act. Authorizes Local Gov't Commission to render 
accounting advisory services to school administrative units. Provides that school food 
services may be treated as funds of individual schools or as part of administrative 
unit budget in discretion of board of education until July 1, 1977, at which time 
school food service must be made part of administrative unit budget. Makes conform- 
ing amendments to GS 115-116(a), -116(g), and -116(h). Amends GS 115-117 to increase 
maximum authorized voted school supplemental tax to 60¢ per $100 in all units (now, 
50¢ in units of under 100,000; 60¢ in units over 100,000). Amends GS 115-124 to 
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require county comm'rs to levy full voted supplemental tax rate requested by board 
of education (now, comm'rs may levy full requested rate, or may levy lesser rate). 
Repeals GS 115-60, -61, -62, and -65, and makes conforming amendment to GS 115-64 
and -66. Amends GS 115-9 to eliminate provision for levy and collection of school 
supplemental taxes by cities. Makes conforming amendment to GS 159-13(a), - 7, -29. 
Adds new GS 159-13(b)(11) to prohibit county comm'rs from reducing appropriation to 
schools during fiscal year except when general reduction of county expenditures 
required by prevailing economic conditions. Adds new GS 159-28.1 to provide for 
disbursement by county finance officer of county bond fund issued for school purposes.

Appropriates $1,830,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Human 
Resources for fiscal 1974-75 to establish perinatal health care program. Allocates

disseminating obscene material to unconsenting persons; (3) promoting obscenity for 
minors (defined as person under 16). Sets punishment as general misdemeanor (two 

years and/or fine). Defines obscene as (|) having predominant appeal to prurient 
interest in sexual matters when material considered as whole, to be judged by refer- 
ence to ordinary adults unless manner of dissemination indicates that designed for 
smaller, clearly defined group; (2) going substantially beyond customary limits in 
candor in describing sexual matters with patently offensive representations of sexual 
activities; (3) having no serious literary, artistic, political, educational ».r scien- 
tific value. Further defines promoting obscenity for minors as follows: (1) knowingly 
disseminating pornographic material to minor, (2) knowingly exhibiting pornographic 
movie and selling tickets to minors, (3) admitting minor to premises where pornographic 
movie or other performance exhibited. Provides separate definition of material obscene 
for minors: (1) primarily devoted to explicit accounts of sexual conduct and presented 
in manner as to predominantly appeal to minor's prurient interests, and with no serious 
literary, artistic, etc. value, and (2) containing photo, drawing, etc. revealing 
genitals or pubic area or depicting person engaged in sexual act or in state of sexual 
excitement and presented in manner to appeal to minor's prurient interest. Specifies 
that obscenity to be judged according to degree of public acceptability throughout NC, 
and that testimony of experts and creators admissible on issue of obscenity. 





S 1260 Reduce tax disabled person prop GS 105

Introducer: Knox Sent to Courts 

"To amend G.S. 7A-451(b) relating to appellate representation of indigent 
persons." Rewrites subdivision (6) of indicated subsection to delete review by US 


Supreme Court from list of appeals in which counsel is provided by state to 
indigent persons. 


S 1273 No retailer bulk sales gasoline GS 14, 20 
Introducer: Hughes sent to State Policies 


"Prohtbitingsellers of gasoline at retail from making bulk sales of gasoline 
to other retatlers and to private passenger automobile and truck owners." As title 
indicates. Defines "bulk sale'' to include any quantity of gas sold by retailer to 
dealer (wholesaler) or sale of more than 25 gallons in one day to private passenger 
vehicle, or sale of more than 100 gallons in one day to truck. Also prohibits 
retailer from making bulk sales of gas. Makes violation misdemeanor punishable by 
fine of $250 to $1,000 and/or up to six months imprisonment. Effective on 30th day 
after ratification. 


S 1275 Funds for add'l Avery magistrate APPROPRIATION, GS 7A 
Introducer: Hughes Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds for an addtttonal magtstrate tn Avery County." 
Appropriates $7,924 from General Fund to Judicial Dep't for fiscal year 1974-7 
as title indicates (for bill authorizing add'l magistrate see S 1274 in Local Bills 
Introduced section of this Bulletin). Effective July 1, 1974. 


S 1276 Gov't employees retirement (Iden. H 1893) Go 12857 135 
Introducer: Rauch and others Sent -tovoctate Gov, t 


"To amend G.S. 185-5, G.S. 185-3, and G.S. 128-27 relating to certain rettre- 
ment benefits." Identical with H 1893, digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 29, p. 289. 


§ 1277 Disposition of seized firearm Gb2143, 14 
Introducer: Gudger Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To amend G.S. 143-63.1 relating to the disposttion of firearms." Amends 
indicated section to specifically exempt sales under GS 14-269.1 (disposition of 
seized weapons by presiding judge) from restrictions of section against sale of 
weapons by state officers. 
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S 1279 Housing Finance Agency funds (Iden. H 1907) APPROPRIATION, GS 122A 
Introducers: Henley and M. Smith Sent to Appropriations ; 


"To appropriate eight million dollars ($8,000,000) to the North Carolina 
Housing Finance Agency for the purpose of establishing a debt service reserve fund 
or funds, to transfer to said agency the sum now held in trust by the State Treasurer 
to defray the operating expenses of satd agency and to authorize the transfer of ‘| 
certain earnings from any such debt service reserve fund to said agency to pay tts 
operating expenses subject to the approval of the Advisory Budget Commission." 
Makes appropriation from General Fund for fiscal 1974-75 as title indicates. Directs | 
State Treasurer to transfer to Housing Finance Agency (to be created by S 1164 - ; 
H 1720) balance remaining to credit of NC Housing Corporation and held in trust pursua 
to SL 1973, Ch. 727. Authorizes Agency, subject to Advisory Budget Comm'n approval, 
to use up to 50% of annual investment income or interest from debt service reserve 
fund to cover operating expenses in excess of amount to be transferred from Treasurer, 
Repeals sections of SL 1973, Ch. 727, authorizing Treasurer to act as trustee for 
Housing Corporation, authorizing $25 million in bonds for Corporation, granting 
Corporation power to complete ongoing projects, and authorizing Treasurer to order 
audit of Corporation. 









S 1280 Put Probation Comm'n under AOC-2 GS) 253 AL43A5 A 
Introducer: Folger Sent to State Gov't 


"To transfer the State Probatton Commtsston to the Administrative Offtece of 
the Courts." Amends GS 15-201 effective July 1, 1974 to transfer Probation Commission} 
from Dep't of Social Rehabilitation and Control to "administrative supervision" of 
Administrative Office of Courts (AOC). Amends GS 15-202 to provide that approval of 
Comm'n's appointment or removal of Director of Probation to be in the office of 
Chief Justice of Supreme Court (now, Governor), and Director's salary to be set by 
Chief Justice subject to approval of Advisory Budget Comm'n. Provides Director of 
Probation, Probation Dep't and all employees to be under administrative supervision 
of Director of AOC. Rewrites GS 15-203 to provide Director of Probation to administer | 
probation system under Director of AOC. Director to send five names to senior regular | 
resident superior court judge, who is to pick chief district probation officer from | 
list to serve at judge's pleasure. Probation officers appointed by senior regular 
resident superior court judge as authorized by Director of Probation, and hold office 
during good behavior. Authorizes chief probation officer to discharge officer for 
cause, with officer to appeal to appointing judge and Director of Probation. Chief 
probation officer may also hire clerical personnel, on approval of and at salaries 
authorized by, appointing judge and Director of Probation. Rewrites GS 15-204 to 
provide probation districts to be identical to judicial districts; Probation Comm'n 
to fix salaries of probation officers; and probation officers to take specified oath. 
Amends GS 15-205 to provide probation officers to investigate all cases referred by 
chief probation officer (now, Director of Probation). Amends GS 15-208 to provide 
salaries and expenses to carry out Article ("Suspension of Sentence and Probation") 
to be paid by AOC from budgeted appropriations (now, from Board of Transportation out 
of Highway Fund). Repeals GS 143A-167 (which transferred State Probation Comm'n to 
Dep't of Social Rehabilitation and Control).

"To provide for suspenston of a shertff from office during the time of 
appeal from conviction of a mtsdemeanor." Amends GS 162-4 to provide that court's 
power to remove sheriff upon conviction of misdemeanor to apply only upon final 
disposition, and to provide that court may suspend sheriff from office without pay 
for duration of any appeal from conviction. 
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S§ 1282 Sheriff, police suspended for felony GS 128, 162 
Introducer: Folger Sent to Judiciary 1 


| "To provide for suspenston of a shertff or poltce officer from office during 
the time of appeal from conviction of a felony." Adds new GS 128-16.1 to provide 
that trial court or superior court acting under GS 128-16 empowered to suspend from 
office without pay for duration of appeal any sheriff or police officer convicted 

of felony. Requires reinstatement with back pay, to be ordered by appellate or 
superior court, upon reversal of conviction.

"To appropriate funds to the Crime Study Commisston." Appropriates $20,000 
from General Fund to Crime Study Comm'n for reasonable expenses and staff for fiscal 
1974-75. Provides that unused fiscal 1973-74 funds not to revert to General Fund but 
to be used for same purpose as fiscal 1974-75 funds. Effective July 1, 1974. 


§ 1284 Judicial Dep't under St Personnel GS: 7A, 126 
Introducer: Deane Sent to State Gov't 


"To provide that certain employees from the Judicial Department of state 
government shall be subject to the State Personnel Act." Provides that all Dep't 
employees except the following to be subject to GS Ch. 126 (State Personnel Act): 
judges, solicitors and ass'ts; public defenders and ass'ts; magistrates; director 
and ass't director of Administrative Office; clerks of superior court; reporters of 
appellate division; one research ass't for each judge of appellate division; clerk, 
marshall and librarian of Supreme Court; clerk of Court of Appeals; employees of 
Judicial Standards Comm'n, Judicial Council and Courts Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1974. 


S$ 1285 Court clerks under State Personnel Goe FAR 26 
Introducer: Deane Sent to State Gov't 


"To provide that asststant clerks, deputy clerks, and other employees in 
the offices of the several clerks of supertor court shall be subject to the provt- 
stons of the State Personnel Act." Brings assistant and deputy clerks and all other 
employees of clerks of court in state within State Personnel Act (GS Ch. 126). 
Authorizes comm'rs of any county who have applied county policies concerning leave, 
holidays, and hours of work or have modified salary levels of county employees 
subject to State Personnel Act (as authorized by Act and State Personnel Board) to 
apply same modifications to clerk of court employees. Effective July 1, 1974. 


S 1286 Legis employees under St Personnel GS 120’... 126 
Introducer: Deane Sent to State Gov't 


"To provide that certatn employees of the General Assembly shail be subject 
to the State Personnel Act." Provides that all employees of General Assembly except 
staff officers elected by House or Senate, Legislative Services Officer, Director 
of Fiscal Research, and employees of any study commission established by the General 
Assembly, to be subject to State Personnel Act (GS Ch. 126). Effective July 1, 1974. 


S 1287 Confiscate drunk driving license (Iden. H 1858) GS 20 
Introducers: M. Smith and others Sent to Highway Safety 


"To requtre temporary confiscation of operator's ltcense when holder arrested 
for driving under the influence of intoxteants." Identical with H 1858, digested in 


274 Bulletin No. 28, p. 276. 
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S 1288 Retirement of legis employees GS 120 
Introducers: Godwin and others Sent to Appropriations 


"To amend G.S. 120-4.1 relating to the Legislative Rettrement Fund." 
Adds new subsection (m) to GS 120-4.1 to provide that any General Assembly employee 
who has served continuously in same capacity for 25 years and is at least 65 years of 
age to be entitled to monthly retirement allowance of $25 for each full term of 


service.

"To approprtate funds to the Department of Agriculture for a regtonal 
agronomist to work tn the northeastern North Carolina area." Appropriates $27,000 
from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture for fiscal 1974-75 for work with farmers 
experiencing severe plant nutrition problems. Effective July 1, 1974. 


H 1903 Funds for marketing coordinators APPRUPRIATION, GS 106 
Introducers: V. James and S. White Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to the Department of Agriculture for stx regtonal 
marketing coordinators to work in multt-county planning regions which have been 
tdenttfied as having the lowest per captta income level and the htghest rates of 
unemployment." Appropriates $143,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture 
(Markets Division) for fiscal 1974-75 to expand its services to regions R,L,K,D,A 
and N in increasing income of small producers through development of agricultural 
markets. Effective’ July: 1, 1974: 


H 1904 End child care license exemption GS 108 
Introducers: Tomlin and Bissell Sent to Calendar 


"To repeal G.S. 108-78(e) of the North Carolina General Statutes." Repeals 
indicated subsection (subsection now exempts from inspection and licensing by Dep't 
of Human Resources child-caring institutions‘chartered by state laws with plan and 
assets worth $60,000 or more and owned or operated by fraternal order or religious 
denomination). 


H 1905 Local escheats to counties GSFii6r 
Introducer: Powell and others Sent to Calendar 


"Relating to escheats tn the possession of counttes." Adds new GS 116A- 12 
to provide that any unclaimed property, real or personal, covered by GS Ch. 116A 
(Escheats and Abandoned Property) and held by county not to vest in Escheats Fund, but 
to be delivered to finance officer of county, to be deposited in general fund of 
county. Requires finance officer to keep adequate records to be inspected by State 
Treasurer upon request. Provides that statute of limitations set forth in GS 116A-ll_ 
(seven years) applicable to property.

"To appropriate etght million dollars ($8,000,000) to the North Carolina 
Houstng Finance Agency for the purpose of establtshing a debt service reserve fund 
or funds, to transfer to said agency the sum now held in trust by the State Treasurer 
to defray the operating expenses of satd agency and to authorize the transfer of 
eertain earnings from any such debt service reserve fund to said agency to pay tts 
operating expenses subject to the approval of the Advisory Budget Commisston."

Sets forth detailed procedures for issuance, revocation, and suspension of 
licenses and other enforcement measures. Existing companies to continue but must 
operate in accordance with act. Specifies required records, trust funds for care and 
maintenance, individual contracts for such care, advertising of perpetual care fund, 
disposition of deposits when fund exceeds $150,000, financial reports, handling of 
payments for personal property or services (including required trusts to guarantee 
performance of contracts), beginning (within 48 months of first sale) and completion 
(within five years) dates for constructions of mausoleums and below ground crypts 
and trust funds guaranteeing completion bonds which must be posted under stated cir- 
cumstances. Makes following violations each general misdemeanor (two years and/or fine): 
violation of Article or order or rule of Comm'n or license; failure of officers, 
directors, etc., to make required contributions to trust funds; violation of state 
policy that burial applicants be treated equally without respect to race or color 
and that free burial rights for veterans not be conditioned by requirement to buy 
additional burial rights or merchandise. Effective July 1, 1974.

S 857 State land use policy (identical with H 1180, digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 

TD 33) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/5/74 clarifies original bill and 
makes following major changes: adds to membership of Land Policy Council Lt. 
Governor, senator selected by Lt. Governor, Speaker of House, representative 
selected by Speaker, elected official selected by League of Municipalities and 
elected official selected by Ass'n of County Commissioners (latter two being appointed 
by Governor). Creates 24-member Advisory Committee on Land Policy (six selected by 
Governor from elected officials recommended by League, six from recommendations of Ass'n, 
no more than one member from each of 17 multi-county regions, half for initial two- 
year terms and remainder plus all successors for four-year terms; plus active 
operators of farms in eastern, central, and western parts of state, and representa- 
tives of agribusiness, forestry, land development, home building, manufacturing or 
extractive industry, parks and recreation management, tourist industry, environmental 
or health sciences, and public interest organizations, all appointed by Governor). 
Gives Committee duties of advising Council on policies and management techniques for 
handling land use problems, assisting in securing public participation in developing 
state land policy, advising and assisting in developing state land classification 
system, and advising as to potential land-use problems. Modifies procedures for 
adoption of state land policy to require consultation with local officials in 
developing recommendations, to eliminate provision for Governor to adopt policy by 
executive order, and to add requirement that he submit proposed policy and imple- 
menting legislation to General Assembly at next session after receives recommendations. 
Shifts responsibility for plan preparation under state land classification system 
from regional land planning agencies to local governments. Modifies procedures with 
respect to land classification system to provide for submission of proposed system to 
official local planning agencies, giving them 90 days for submission of comments, 
which must be given full consideration (and where majority of comments agree, which 
must be incorporated into amended proposal); proposal then to be transmitted to 
Governor for submission to next General Assembly for legislation necessary for 
adoption and implementation at the county level.

Committee substitute and amendment to substitute adopted in Senate 3/5/74 
make bill identical to H 905, digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 52, p. 514, except that 
committee substitute deletes provision that establishment of paternity by civil 
action under GS 49-14 does not have effect of legitimation. 
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S972 Coastal area management-2 (digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 2, p. 11) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/5/74: (1) Adds to Coastal Resources 
Comm'n (CRC) one additional member expert in coastal land development financing and 
three additional at-large members (total of 15 members); (2) Provides for Governor 
to directly appoint 5 of 15 CRC members, and to appoint other 10 members from among 
10 nominees selected by each board of county comm'rs of coastal area and two nominees 
selected by city governing bodies of the nine cities above 5,000 pop. in coastal 
area (238 nominees potentially in all) -- specifying that Governor to directly appoint © 
two of at-large members and members with expertise in marine ecology, coastal 
development, and coastal development financing, while local officials to nominate to 
remaining slots on CRC; limits appointments from local nominations to one (resident) 
per county, and provides that no more than two members of entire CRC may reside in 
particular county; authorizes unlimited ''dual-office-holding" for CRC; (3) Provides 
machinery for expedited superior court hearing at request of landowner on the question © 
whether order of CRC so restrictive of property rights as to amount to taking of i 
property without due process; if superior court so finds, CRC authorized to appeal to 
court of appeals or to initiate condemnation proceedings; (4) Spells out standards 
in greater detail: (a) for designation of areas of environmental concern (AECs) -- 
by eliminating some designations based on "proposed areas" and by limiting others 
to areas where properties are formally designated for acquisition; by reducing effec- 
tive periods of AECs based on proposed locations from 5 to 3 years; by eliminating 
"two simultaneous organic uses'' category; and by limiting general AEC categories to 
particular examples listed in bill; and (b) for denial of permits -- by requiring 
finding that development "will" instead of "is likely to" have specified results; and 
by tying general categories of AECs to particular examples listed in bill; (5) Revises

that state criteria for local enforcement programs emphasize need for expeditious 
processing of permits; (15) Specifies 15-day time limit for comments on proposed 
developments; (16) Prohibits permit agencies from requiring waiver of statutory i 
deadlines; (17) Adds to Coastal Resources Advisory Council (CRAC) 4 additional 
members representative of cities (making a total of 8 and increasing CRAC to 47 t 
members); (18) Deletes sentence stating that regional planning agencies shall 7 
coordinate and supplement local governments; (19) Directs that copies of state 
guidelines be sent to Senate and House principal clerks; (20) Makes clear that permits 
under bill supplementary to existing state and local permits; (21) Expressly authorizes 
CRC to identify limits of offshore jurisdiction for purpose of bill (at least 3 
geographical miles); (22) Directs CRC to delegate plan-making authority to any city 
(within its zoning jurisdiction) upon finding that city possesses adequate planning i 
staff and is currently enforcing zoning, subdivision controls and state building iY 
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code; (23) Limits to AECs applicability of original provision requiring consistency 
between local ordinances and local land use plans (was entire county), and adds 
provision for CRC to review ordinances affecting portions of county outside AEGs and 
to recommend ordinance modifications needed to bring about consistency with land 

use plans; and (24) Corrects typographical errors. 


S 978 Regulate campaigns, expenses-3 (digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 3, p. 23) 
Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/5/74 makes following changes in 
original bill: (1) specifically includes insurance companies among organizations 
prohibited from engaging in certain political activity, (2) lowers penalty for viola- 
tion of act by corporations and other organizations to minimum of $100 and maximum 
of $5,000 (originally, $1,000 and $5,000 respectively) and provides State Comm'r of 
Insurance may revoke license of insurance companies in violation, (3) specifically 
allows corporations and other organizations to communicate with employees, stockholders, 
etc. on any subject, and conduct get-out-the-vote campaigns, (4) specifically allows 
officials and employees of corporations and members of other organizations to solicit 
contributions to and administer separate, segregated fund to be used for political 
purposes (provided contributions not in any way coerced), (5) makes numerous: 
technical and minor substantive changes.

S 1199 Increase retirement board size (digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 26, p. 239) 
Amendment adopted in Senate 3/5/74 identical with amendment to H 1794 
digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 33, p. 350.

H 256 Pretrial criminal procedure (identical with S 207, digested in 1973 Bulletin 

No. 18, p. 176) : . 

Committee substitute adopted in House 3/5/74 makes following substantial 
changes: (1) General entry of counsel in case. Provides that attorney who enters 
criminal proceeding without limiting extent of his representation obligated to repre- 
sent defendant at all stages of case within division of court at which entered--e.g. 
only at district, superior, or appellate court level--(originally, obligation extended 
to representing defendant at all subsequent stages of case until entry of final judg- 
ment). (2) Inquest. Removes provision that inquest to be ordered upon petition of 
25 voters of county, and adds provision that judge on own motion may order inquest. 
Makes inquest provision apply statewide (originally, exempted counties with coroner). 
(3) Deletes Art. 8 which set out stop and frisk procedures. (4) Consent search. 
Deletes requirement of law enforcement officer to warn person of right to consult 
attorney before consent to search. (5) Search warrants. Deletes provision prohibit- 
ing seizure of personal diaries, letters, or other private writings unless has as 
purpose furtherance of criminal enterprise. Removes "no knock" service of warrants 
provisions and eliminates requirement that copy of warrant application as well as 
search warrant be given to person to be searched. Allows property seized by search 
to be held in custody of person applying for warrant, executing warrant or agency by 
which officer employed (originally, required clerk to receive inventory and then order 
items to be held by court or officers applying for or executing warrant).

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(6) Questioning. Deletes article providing for detaining and questioning person 
prior to arrest and requiring Miranda warning to be given to such person. (7) Non- 
testimonial identification. Clarifies provision authorizing nontestimonial identi- 
fication order prior to arrest by stating that provision does not preclude additional 
investigative procedures otherwise permitted by law; extends time in which to return 
nontestimonial evidence to judge from 30 days to 90 days. Rewrites provision author- 
izing defendant to request nontestimonial order so that his rights conform to state's 
right to request order. (8) Deletes provision authorizing electronic surveillance. 
(9) Criminal process. Eliminates provisions that when issuing arrest warrant, issu- 
ing officer must record oral testimony given under oath by supplemental affidavit or 
electronic recording equipment. Removes provision limiting clerk from issuing arrest 
warrant except under certain conditions. (10) Bail. Deletes provision authorizing 
defendant to post premium-secured cash bond of 10% of amount of total bond with clerk 
of court. When defendant has met conditions of pre-trial release, authorizes law 


enforcement officer having custody of defendant to release him when no judicial officer 


available (originally, only judicial officer can release) and provides that no officer 
civilly liable for good faith performance of these provisions. Authorizes law enforce- 
ment officer, judicial officer and attorney to become surety on bail bond for member 
of immediate family (originally, prohibited from becoming surety on any bond). Deletes 
$500 penalty against clerk for failure to submit bond forfeiture roll. (11) Probable 
cause hearing. (Although not in original bill, a provision requiring mandatory 
probable cause. hearings was in several of interim drafts by committee; however, 
mandatory probable cause hearings was not put in committee substitute.) Authorizes 
admissability of hearsay evidence relating to authenticity of signature where not in 
serious contention. Deletes provision authorizing district court judge to stop pre- 
sentation at probable cause hearing when he determines there is enough evidence to 
determine probable cause. (12) Grand jury. Eliminates authorization for counsel for 
witness to be present during examination of witness by grand jury. Deletes provision 
requiring solicitor to have written consent of superior court judge before bringing 
indictment to grand jury in case where district court judge has found no probable 
cause. Requires grand jury to inspect jail and make report (originally, authorized 

to do so but not mandatory). (13) Attendance of witness. Adds provision that order 
holding material witness in jail may not be issued for longer than five days, but 
superior court judge may renew order, and authorizes appointment of counsel for 
indigent at hearing to determine whether or not material witness. (14) Depositions. 
Deletes authorization to use as substantive evidence deposition of witness who per- 
Sistently refuses to testify despite order of judge. Broadens use of prior testimony 
by authorizing transcribed testimony at prior trial or proceeding (originally, only 
trial) to be offered as deposition and by removing prohibition of probable cause 
hearing testimony being used as deposition. (15) Pleadings. Authorizes technical 
errors in pleadings to be corrected by amending pleadings (originally, corrected by 
filing statement of charges). Extends to misdemeanor cases tried de novo in superior 
court provisions permitting defendant to admit previous offenses when fact of pre- 
vious conviction is element of offense affecting punishment, and by such admission 
prevent jury from knowing of previous convictions. (16) Motions. Motions to dismiss 
on grounds that statute on which defendant tried unconstitutional, statute of limita- 
tions has run, defendant denied speedy trial, defendant previously placed in jeopardy 
for same offense, court has no jurisdiction of offense charged, or indictment defec- 
tive and not subject to amendment, may be made at any time (originally, these motions 
required to be made prior to trial). Deletes provision requiring defendant to file 
notice of intention to offer alibi evidence on written demand of solicitor. (17) 
Pleas. Adds new provision authorizing defendant in writing to waive appearance at 
trial, plead not guilty, and designate counsel to appear in his behalf. Judge may 
allow waiver of appearance of defendant because of distance, infirmity or other good 
cause. (18) Immunity to witnesses. Adds provision that grant of immunity to witness 
mus t be in writing and made part of permanent record of case. Requires judge to inform 
jury, prior to allowing witness to testify, that witness testifying under immunity and 
that jury should carefully scrutinize his testimony. Authorizes party to examine 
witness with respect to conditions of grant of immunity and to argue to the jury with 
respect to impact of immunity on credibility of witness. (19) Deletes provision 
adding new GS 20-16.3 authorizing revocation of license for not appearing in court 

for motor vehicle offense. 
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Aeo/S Landlord-tenant law-2 (digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 46, p. 431) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 3/5/74 makes following major changes 
in original bill: (a) standardizes money damages recoverable by either party as 
"actual damages" plus "reasonable attorney fees if the opposing party's noncompliance 
with this act was willful or grossly negligent;"' (b) excludes security deposits from 
definition of "rent;'' (c) sets maximum security deposit at one month's rent if 
tenancy month-to-month, four weeks' if rent week-to-week, 1 1/2 months' if greater 
term; (d) eliminates requirement that security deposit be put into interest-bearing 
account and accrued interest returned to tenant; (e) extends time for landlord state- 

-ment of amounts due from 14 to 30 days after termination of tenancy and eliminates 
requirement that tenant demand statement; (f) gives landlord transferring title to 
property option of transferring security deposit to successor in title or of returning 
it to tenant; (g) lowers required heat from 70 degrees to 68 degrees; (g) restricts 
ability of landlord and tenant of single-family dwelling to agree to transfer main- 
tenance responsibilities to tenant; (h) requires that landlord own structure with 
four or more rental units before he can adopt rules for tenants’ use and occupancy; 
(i) requires tenant to give notice of absences of more than 14 (was 7) days; (j) 
eliminates provisions for self-help by tenant in event of landlord's noncompliance; 
(k) allows landlord to terminate agreement for nonpayment of rent within 14 days (was 
10) after written notice to tenant; (1) eliminates authorization for landlord to 
enter dwelling unit during tenant's absence for more than one day; (m) requires only 
30 (was 60)-day written notice to terminate month-to-month tenancy; (n) considerably 
elaborates circumstances in which landlord entitled to recover possession of dwelling 
unit or raise rent; (0) changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1975. 


H 1012 Boating Safety Act change (original bill digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 
59, p.- 597; amendments adopted in House 5/14/73 digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 
89, p. 953; first committee substitute adopted in House 2/13/74 digested in 
1974 Bulletin No. 21, p. 176; second committee substitute adopted in House 
3/1/74 digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 33, p. 350) 
Amendment adopted in House 3/5/74 (1) requires every motorboat (previously, 
vessel) to carry life preserver for each person aboard; (2) makes it unlawful for 
owner of boat livery to rent motorboat (previously, boat) to person unless provisions 


of chapter complied with; (3) requires copy of rules adopted pursuant to chapter to 
be given to each owner who registers boat; and (4) requires officer stopping vessel 
to identify self in official capacity before boarding vessel. 


H 1150 Not tax rescue squad property-2 (digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 67, p. 689) 
Committee substitute adopted in Senate 3/5/74 amends GS 105-278.6(a) (7) 

to exempt volunteer fire dep't property from taxation effective Jan. 1, 1974. 

(Originally, bill amended GS 105-278 to exempt fire dep'ts and rescue squads from 

taxation. However, SL 1973, Ch. 695 reorganized sections and provided exemption for 

rescue squads in GS 105-278.6). 


H 1179 Comm'rs regulate trash disposal (digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 71, p. 733) 


Amendment adopted in Senate 3/5/74 lowers from $500 to $50 maximum fine for 
violation of county ordinance under act. 


H 1182 Cities regulate garbage disposal (digested in 1973 Bulletin No. 71, p. 734) 
Amendment adopted in Senate 3/5/74 reduces from $500 to $50 maximum fine for 
violation of local ordinance under act.

S 1396 Bidding on state-leased space — GS 146, 143 
Introducers: Williamson and others Sent to Calendar

"To provide for securing competitive proposals for leasing of space by the 
state." Adds new GS 146-23.1 providing that any state agency wishing to lease space 
where rental exceeds $3,000 annually or term exceeds three years, must advertise 
specifications and receive bids from prospective lessors. After receiving proposals, 
‘agency may negotiate with prospective lessors and then to submit proposed lease to 
Dep't of Administration. If lowest rent proposal not presented, requires statement 
of justification to be submitted to Dep't. Requires Dep't to investigate lease and 
present to Council of State, which has final approval of lease. 


S 1397 Nickel liquor add-on to revert GS 18A, 122 
Introducer: Raynor Sent to Calendar 


"To amend G.S. 18A-15(3) to authorize the expenditure of the five-cent add-m 
‘provided tn that subsection for renovation of factlittes used for education, research, 
treatment or rehabilttatiton of alcoholtes, and to have the proceeds of the add-on not

S 1398 Compensate injured local employees GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Raynor Sent to Calendar 


"To permit counttes, ctttes and towns to grant spectal compensation for 
employees tnjured in lines of duty." Generally, permits counties and cities to 
specially compensate employees injured in line of duty. Restricts definition of 
employee to full-time employees and officials of county or incorporated city or town. 
Covers all employees injured in line of duty as a result of accident, who are without 
negligence or fault. Does not repeal Workmen's Compensation Act, but at option of 
employee, act provisions in lieu of, or supplemental to workmen's comp. If local 
gov't unit has insurance coverage for workmen's compensation, benefits thereunder apply 
and are paid by insurance company, and are deducted from any benefits awarded under 
act. Provides that employees injured in line of duty and unable to continue in suit- 
able employment with gov't unit, and having permanent disability of 75% as to main 
- bodily functions, or suffering loss of both arms, or both legs, or both eyes eligible 
for full benefits. 

Requires governing body of unit electing to come under act to appoint disability

; 11LL Institute of Government/the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
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comm'n composed of three members, serving three year terms. Grants comm'n subpoena 
power. Provides that when apply for benefits, employee waives physician- patient 
relationship ay must submit to examination by medical examiner designated by comm'n. 
Requires comm'n to rule on application within 60 days. Upon finding of permanent dis- 
ability of 75%, regular monthly salary of employee in effect at time of injury 
continues for duration of disability. Requires comm'n to review annually file of all 
employees receiving benefits. Grants employee right to be present at hearing, to 
cross-examine witnesses, subpoena witnesses at his own expense, and to be represented 
by attorney and requires gov't unit to pay attorney's fee up to $500 for initial 
hearing and $100 for subsequent hearings. 

In addition to above benefits, gov't unit to pay for drugs, and médical and 
hospital bills, unless paid by third party. If employee dies from injuries after 
finding of entitlement to benefits, requires comm'n to review file of decedent and 
upon finding that death resulted from injuries that produced original entitlement, 
estate of employee to receive not less than $18,000, or sum regularly allowed by 
workmen's comp. Death benefit applies only to cases where workmen's comp does not 
require payment by insurance company, or where gov't unit not insured and has not paid 
death benefit under workmen's comp. 

Provides salary awards fluctuate in accordance with salary schedule paid by 
gov't unit for same duties that employee was performing at time of injury. Payments 
to employee from any state or local governmental retirement system are deducted from 
awards under act. Applies only to local gov't units that elect to come under act, 
and authorizes local units to limit coverage to such class or classes of employees 
as it desires.

"To amend Chapter 20 of the General Statutes of North Carolina tnereastng 
the driver lteense revocation time for excessive speed to avoid apprehension and 
ereating a new offense of unlawful fltght to avotd apprehenston."

"To eclasstfy property of veterans and masonte organtzattons for ad 
valorem tax purposes." Adds new subsections (16) and (17) to GS 105-275 to 
exempt from property taxation property belonging to veterans and masonic organ- 
izations operated and used exclusively for meeting or lodge purposes by organizations, 
together with adjacent real property necessary for convenient and normal use 
of buildings on property. Specifies that if any part of property otherwise meet- 
ing requirements is used for purpose that would require it not to be taxed if entire 
property used for such purposes, that part not to be listed or taxed. States 
that fact facility incidentally available to general public, as long as no material 
amount of patronage with general public, not to defeat tax exempt classification.

"To consolidate the governments of the City of Durham and Durham County and enact 
a charter for the Consoltdated Government of Durham and Durham County subject to approval 
of the voters of Durham County." Consolidates the governments of the City of Durham 
and Durham County upon approval by voters of Durham County at election to be held on 
Sept. 10, 1974. Sets out charter for consolidated government which includes generally 
form of government, number and manner of election to governing board, duties and powers 
of government, administrative structure, boards and commissions, taxing powers and 
allocation of tax receipts, anti-discrimination provisions and description of election 
districts. 

Form of Government and Governing Board. Government operates under council-manager 
form. Provides for 16-member governing body called Board of Government. Each member of 
Board to represent single-member district (district boundaries specified in charter); 
member must reside in district represents and is elected by voters of district in which 
he resides. Board members serve four-year staggered terms. Provides for mayor, to be 
elected by voters of entire county to two-year term; mayor to have all powers of 
mayors and chairman of county commissioners and in addition has responsibilities and 
duties of member of Board. 

Elections. Elections to be held under nonpartisan primary and election procedures ° 
set out in GS 163-279 and provisions of general law applicable to municipal elections 
to be followed. Provides that GS Ch. 163 Arts. 20 and 21 (absentee voting) and 22 
(corrupt practices) apply to elections of consolidated government. Requires Redistricting 
Committee to be appointed after each official federal census to determine whether 
|boundaries of election districts need to be redrawn and if so, to redraw them. 
| Administrative Organization. Provides for chief administrative officer to head 
administrative structure to be appointed by Board and to serve at its pleasure; also 
provides for legal officer to be appointed by the Board. Other government employees 
appointed by chief administrative officer. Organization of general consolidated 
administration not structured by charter, but left to governing board. Initial 
/administrative organization is that in existence on day of consolidation, and that 
continues until modified by Board. 
| Planning and Regulation of Development. Creates a dep't of planning within 
administrative structure; dep't responsible for all planning, preparing of comprehensive 
‘development plan, drafting land development ordinances and reviewing requests for zoning 
changes. Creates 17-member Citizens Planning Comm'n to develop comprehensive 
community goals. Authorizes Comm'n to review development plans and requests for 
zoning amendment changes, but may not hold hearings on zoning amendment requests. 

Boards and Commissions. Continues currently established boards and commissions, 
changing composition of some to make them representative of the entire county. Requires 
boards and comm'ns to be composed of memberships that equitably represent each race, 
sex, socio-economic group and geographic area of the county. 


Prohibition of Discrimination. Declares that all personnel actions of gov't 
will be on basis of merit and prohibits discrimination in any form by government with 
respect to race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age (except where necessary) 
and political affiliation. Also makes unlawful discrimination in housing, public 
accomodations and employment by private individuals, firms and corporations. (Generally, 
| follows federal law in defining unlawful discrimination practices.) Creates seventeen- 
member Human Relations Comm'n to hear and resolve complaints of discrimination. Sets 
out complaint procedures and makes violation of unlawful discrimination practice 
misdemeanor, punishable by $300 fine for first offense and $300 fine and/or 90 days 
imprisonment for second or subsequent offense. 

Service Districts. Calls for plan of service districts. Durham Service District 
will include all of Durham County. Services provided throughout Durham County or for 
the benefit of all the county will be financed by county-wide taxes. (Health, education, 
welfare, and the operation of the jails, for example, would fall into this class.) 
Calls for the creation of urban service districts in which such services as street 
lighting, sidewalks, and streets may be provided at the expense (through taxes and 
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special charges) of those within the urban area who receive the special or higher-ley 
services. Area within what is now the City of Durham will become the first urban 
service district immediately after consolidation. Board authorized to create | 
other urban service districts when need arises. 

Revenues and Taxation. Provides that certain revenues be used on county-wide 
basis only, others used in urban service districts only, and still others allocated |; 
among districts by Board. Among non-property tax revenues allocated for | 
county-wide use only are excise stamp tax on conveyances of real estate, county-wide 
privilege license taxes, dog tax, and CATV franchise tax. Revenues to be used only) 
in urban service districts include: state street-aid funds, traffic violation penali| 
taxicab license taxes, and privilege license taxes levied only within urban service | 
districts. Proceeds from sales tax, from ABC profits, from county's share of beer 
and wine tax, from franchise tax receipts and from federal revenue sharing are 
allocated among Durham Service District and urban service districts at discretion 
of Board. Property tax will be used as it is now used by city and county government:

Requires 
DYD to establish detention services unit responsible for statewide plan by 
Jan. 1, 1979 for regional juvenile detention: (1) to plan with counties operating 
detention homes to provide regional services; (2) to plan for and administer five 
Or more regional detention homes to be established. Authorizes state subsidy for 
county detention homes meeting state standards to reimburse counties for 50% of 
operating costs and 100% of per capita daily cost of detention for child from another 
county, with county seeking care for its child in detention home of other county | 
to pay 50% of per capita daily cost to state. Allows DYD to have discretion in 
exact level of funding to operate within available funds. Gives DYD following 
authority to implement regional approach: make rules and regulations, plan with 
county detention homes to provide regional services, develop pilot programs for | 
demonstration purposes, develop plan to reimburse local officials for transportation 
costs, seek federal funds and accept gifts, transfer funds to detention services. 
Adds new GS 153-52.1 to confirm existing legal responsibility of DHR under Art. 7, 
GS Ch. 153 and to give DHR identical authority over state-administered detention 
homes. Directs DHR to develop new juvenile detention standards by July 1, 1977 
and standards under which local jail may be approved as holdover facility for 
juveniles up to 48 hours pending placement in juvenile detention home.

S 1430 Weapons possession permit GS 14 
Introducer: Knox Sent to Calendar 
y | "To amend G.S. 14-402 relating to possession of weapons wtthout a sheriff's 


permit." Amends GS 14-402 to make possession (as well as sale, receipt, etc.) of 
pistol, pump gun, bowie knife, dagger, slingshot, blackjack without permit unlawful. 
Makes possession without permit prima facie evidence of violation. Exempts from 
charge of receipt-without-permit person producing in court permit valid at time of 
_ arrest. Amends GS 14-403 by adding requirement that permit be issued in duplicate, 
so that purchaser may retain copy and deliver copy to person from whom receives 
_ weapon. Adds new GS 14-403.1 and -403.2 authorizing SBI Director to issue (after 
investigation) collector's license to those in business or hobby of collecting 
weapons. Specifies permit to be for one year and sets $50 fee. Amends GS 14-404 
to limit permits issued by sheriff to two per person, except bona fide firearms 
collector with valid SBI collector's license; raises permit fee from 50¢ to $3. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1975, but applies only to offenses committed on or after such date. 


S 1431 Confiscation of deadly weapons GS 14 
Introducer: Knox Sent to Calendar 


"To amend G.S. 14-269.1 relating to confiscatton and disposttion of deadly 
weapons." Rewrites indicated section to provide that upon conviction for crime 
involving deadly weapon, judge to order confiscation and disposition of weapon in 
one of two ways: (1) returning weapon to rightful owner, if other than defendant 
and has filed petition for recovery; (2) turning over to SBI for official use, for 
destruction or for disposal as provided in GS 143-63.1 (now, judge can order weapon 
turned over to rightful owner, to local law enforcement agency for official use or 
foe sherifft for sale oridestruction). Effective July’ 1, 1974. 


S 1432 Extend felony firearm act (Iden. H 1757) Goutle 
Introducer: Knox Sent to Calendar 
"To prohtbtt possesston of additional firearms by felons." Identical with 


H 1757., digested in 1974 Bulletin No. 25, p. 230. 


S 1433 State personnel board; exemptions GS 126 
Introducers: B.L.Barker and others Sent to Calendar 


"To make certatn amendments to Chapter 126 of the General Statutes re‘ating 
to the state personnel system." Amends GS 126-2 to add to State Personnel Board one 
member each appointed by President of Senate and Speaker of House, initial terms 
until July 1, 1975 and two-year terms thereafter; to restrict Governor's removal 
power to his appointees only; and to increase Board quorum from five to six. Amends 
GS 126-4 to require Board to establish only rules consistent with law and empower it 
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to issue opinions and final decisions (now, only advisory recommendations) on 
appeals from employees. Amends GS 126-5(b) (exemptions from State Personnel Act) 
(1) to broaden exempt university employees to those whose salaries are fixed by UNC 
Board of Governors under GS 116-11(4),(5), and 116-14; (2) to exempt community colleges 
employees whose salaries are fixed under GS 115A-5 and -14; (3) to exempt employees 
of Judicial Dep't; (4) to specify that only blind or visually handicapped employees 
of Bureau of Employment for Blind of Dep't of Human Resources are exempt; and CS 

to exempt except as to salaries: (a) chief deputy or chief administrative ass't to 
each state dep't head, (b) one confidential ass't and two confidential secretaries 
per dep't head, (c) one confidential sec'y per chief deputy or chief administrative 
ass't, (d) no more than 10 policy-making employees per dep't designated to State 
Personnel Director in writing within three months after ratification of act and 
thereafter within three months after Governor's oath-taking, (e) one confidential 
sec'y for each of above 10 policy-makers, (f) personnel director, his assistants, 
regional personnel officers, and 14 divisional personnel officers of Dep't of Trans- _ 
portation and Highway Safety, and (g) all employees of offices of Governor and Lt.

The committee substitutes for the bills indicated immediately above, the main budget 
bills for fiscal 1974-75, were adopted in both houses today. The summary of the 
original bills, which represented the recommendations of the Governor and the Advisory 
Budget Commission (ABC), may be found in 1974 Bulletin No. 2, p. 14. 

For purposes of the summary below, the current operations and capital improvements 
bills will be considered together as the total budget for the state. The summary 
is arranged by departments of state government and is intended to show the changes 
the Joint Appropriations Committee made in the original recommendations for the 
General Fund. A separate note is included at the end on changes made in Highway Fund 
appropriations. These changes are summarized in three categories under each depart- 
ment: (1) deletions from the recommendations of the ABC: (2) additions to the ABC 
recommendations made as a result of departmental supplemental requests; (3) additions 
to the ABC recommendations made as a result of special bills. Not all the appropria- 
tions that are summarized below are in fact found in the two main budget bills; some 
of the special bills will be reported and voted on separately, but it seemed more 
useful to summarize them here to give a complete picture of the budget. 

The original bills called for expenditure of a total of $1,718,544,329 from the 
General Fund based on estimated available revenue of $1.722 billion. The total recom- 
mended General Fund expenditures in the committee substitutes is $1.79 billion, an 
increase based on the following additional revenues (from the original estimates) 
now estimated to be available for fiscal 1974-75: (a) add'l 1973-74 tax revenues 
of $10.5 million; (b) add'l 1973-74 reversions of $7.3 million; (c) add'l 1973-74 
non-tax revenues of $1.6 million; (d) add'l 1974-75 tax revenues of $50.3 million; 
and (e) $1 million from meal charges at state institutions. Item (d) is based on what 

is now estimated to be a 10% increase in tax revenues for fiscal 1974-75 over 1973-74 -- 
the estimate used for the original recommendations was 6.8%. It is also estimated 

that 52 million will be lost in tax revenues from tax law changes already approved, 

but the budget anticipates no further tax reductions.

"To exempt volunteer rescue squads and lifesaving crews from written tests 
required pursuant to the requirements of G.S. 130-233(a) (b) (ce) and (d)." Exempts 
volunteer rescue squads and lifesaving crews in Greene County and town of Fremont from 
GS 130-233, which requires ambulances to be operated only when occupied by certified 
ambulance attendant and generally describes certification process. Leaves in effect 
other provisions of Art. 26 of GS Ch. 130 (regulation of ambulance services) but 
provides that exemption of Greene County and Fremont not to be reason for Dep't of 
Human Resources to deny ambulance permits as required by GS 130-230 to any volunteer 
rescue squad or lifesaving crew in Greene County or Fremont.

Sets out detailed 
provisions concerning operation and utilization of farm and timber land under 
Comm'ns jurisdiction, including power to rent or lease land, and directs Comm'r 
of Agriculture to carry out policies of Commission. Transfers funds of or 
earmarked for Human Resources and Correction in connection with maintenance 

and operation of transferred land to Dep't of Agriculture, for use by State 
Farms Operations Program. Gives Human Resources and Correction priority on 
food products and services from Program that are essential to institutional 
need, and provides for agreements on subject between Comm'n and those agencies 
as to payment, either by cash or book transfer. Amends GS 66-58(b) to include 
Comm'n in list of agencies exempted from prohibition against public sale of 
goods and services in competition with private citizens.
